The third time was the 
charm for the Potomac State 
College Catamount baseball 
team who marched unbeaten 
through the National Junior 
College Athletic Association 
Division II World Series to 
become the 1995 national 
champions. 

Potomac State is the only 
college in West Virginia ever 
to bring home a national 
championship. The team had 
made it to die national finals 
in both 1993 and 1994. 

The Catamounts defeated 
Kirkwood Community Col- 
lege of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
4-2 on Thursday, May 25 for 
the crown at the USA Stadium 
in Millington, Tennessee. 

The Cats (40-6) rode the 
pitching performance of All- 
American Mike Duvall in the 
championship game as he 
pitched 8 innings, giving up 
just 3 hits and tying the tour- 
nament’s single game strike- 
out record of 14. 

Chris Reyes, Trenton, NJ, 
freshman pitcher, was named 
the World Series’ most valu- 
able player. He won two 
games in the tournament.

State, Dr. Brailer served as ex- 
ecutive vice president for in- 
struction at Western Iowa 
Tech Community College. 
There, she was the college’s 
second highest-ranking admin- 
istrator, and her leadership 
contributed to successive en- 
rollment increases. She also 
provided leadership for dis- 
tance education, helped to de- 
velop new vocational pro- 
grams, and assisted in procur- 
ing a $4 million Star Schools 
Grant for teacher training. 

While in Iowa she became 
the founding chaiiperson of 
the Iowa Community Colleges 
Chief Academic Officers As- 
sociation. 

Previously she served as 
vice president of college sup- 
port services at Metropolitan 
Community College in Oma- 
ha, Nebraska, where she had 
responsibility for student ser- 
vices, strategic planning, fund 
raising, and multicultural edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Brailer has also served 
as dean of students and institu- 
tional advancement, as dean of 


planning research and devel- 
opment, and as coordinator of 
special projects and affirma- 
tive action at Reading (PA) 
Area Community College, 
where she was also an adjunct 
faculty member in the humani- 
ties division. 

At Reading she also admin- 
istered the strengthening de- 
veloping institutions program, 
which focused on enhancing 
student services, faculty de- 
velopment, administration, 
and curriculum. 

Dr. Brailer earned a bache- 
lor of arts degree at Kutztown 
(PA) University in 1967, a 
master of arts at The Pennsyl- 
vania State University in 1969, 
and a Ph.D. in Slavic lan- 
guages and literature and 
comparative literature at the 
University of Illinois in 1976. 

Active in the community, 
she is a member of the Keyser 
Rotary Club and on the board 
of directors of the Potomac 
State College Foundation, Inc. 
She also serves on the Mineral 
County Development Authori- 
ty and Mineral County Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

State Senate Bill 547, pro- 
posed by Governor Gaston 
Caperton and accepted as a 
part of the West Viiginia leg- 
islature’s program, was passed 
in March, affecting all levels 
of higher education. ’ 

The bill calls for a refocus 
of higher education in West 
Virginia, not only for commu- 
nity colleges, but for four year 
colleges and universities. Po- 
tomac State will participate in 
the program but will remain a 
branch campus of West Vir- 
ginia University with no name 
change. 

Potomac State is provided a 
challenge and an opportunity 
to meet the work force training 
needs of our area while at the 
same time continuing and ex- 
panding the transfer and career 
programming mission in 
which we have demonstrated 
excellence. 

A key component of the bill 
is the development of a com- 
munity and technical college 
system within the state. West 
Virginia has been divided into 
11 districts. Potomac State is 
the lead institution in the "Po- 
tomac Highlands District 11," 
comprising Mineral, Hamp- 
shire, Hardy, Grant, and 
Pendleton counties. 

The lead institution has the 
responsibility of developing a 
district consortium for coordi- 
nating activities to meet com- 
munity and technical college 


needs in its area. The district 
consortium will be composed 
not only of college personnel 
but also business and industry 
representatives and any other 
educational or training entity 
such as vo-tech centers or 
government agencies. 

To meet work force needs 
in a more efficient and effec- 
tive way, the legislature creat- 
ed a new position, that of 
vice-chancellor for community 
and technical colleges, and a 
separate line-item was placed 
in the state budget to fund said 
system of colleges. 

A second position, also cre- 
ated in the legislation, is that 
of vice-chancellor for institu- 
tional technology. This post 
was established to give more 
focus to the introduction and 
use of technology in the deliv- 
ery of courses to meet educa- 
tional needs. 

Other aspects of the bill in- 
clude: (1) opportunities for 
more flexibility for colleges in 
the area of purchasing; (2) au- 
thorization for the implemen- 
tation of early retirement in- 
centives; (3) a requirement 
that all public higher educa- 
tion institutions develop a 5- 
year strategic plan that has as 
its goal providing adequate 
salaries for administrators, 
faculty, and staff and will re- 
sult in more efficient colle- 
giate operations.

The Honorable Jerry L. 
Mezzatesta, Gass of 1966, 
Romney, speaker pro tempore 
of the West Virginia House of 
Delegates, has been named the 
1995 recipient of the Distin- 
guished Service Award given 
annually by the Potomac State 
College Alumni Association. 
He will be honored at the an- 
nual banquet of the Associa- 
tion during the Homecoming 
celebration, Saturday, October 
21, at the Pines Motel Banquet 
Room (formerly the Potomac 
Motel). 

Established in 1975, the 
Distinguished Service Award 
is conferred for exceptional 
service and dedication to the 
College and/or its Alumni As- 
sociation. 

In choosing House Speaker 
Mezzatesta, the selection 
committee noted his dedicated 
service to Potomac State as a 


member of the West Virginia 
Legislature. He has been in- 
strumental in securing legisla- 
tion favorable to the growth of 
the College as well as working 
to keep it as a branch campus 
of West Virginia University. 

Mezzatesta served as Ma- 
jority Whip prior to assuming 
the post of Speaker Pro Tem- 
pore. He represents the 50th 
political district, comprising 
Hampshire and part of Mineral 
counties. 

A 1964 graduate of Romney 
High School, he earned an as- 
sociate in arts degree from Po- 
tomac State in 1966. Shepherd 
College awarded him a bache- 
lor of science degree in 1968. 
He later completed a master’s 
degree from Frostburg State 
University in 1979. He has 
done additional graduate work 
at WVU, Marshall, and the 
University of Kentucky.

Jerry has been a member of 
the West Virginia Legislature 
since 1986, having been elect- 
ed to five consecutive terms. 
In addition to his distinguished 


position as Speaker, he is cur- 
rently a member of the Rules 
and Finance Committees.

Board, a Southern Legislative 
Conference member, where he 
served on the Education 
Commission. He has been a 
member of the Forest Man- 
agement Review Committee 
and was an implementing 
member of the joint committee 
on vocational education. He is 
a member of the Workforce 
Development Initiative and 
sub-committee chair on the 
higher education finance 
committee. 

Other committee posts 
Speaker Mezzatesta has held 
include Government Organi- 
zation, Health/Human Re- 
sources, Small Business De- 
velopment, Interstate Coopera- 
tion, Agriculture/Natural Re- 


sources, and Higher Education 
Grants. 

He is currently a history 
teacher at Hampshire High 
School, a post he has held 
since 1974. Prior to that he 
taught at the West Virginia 
School for the Deaf and Blind 
(1968-71) and Capon Bridge 
Junior High (1971-74). He is a 
former head basketball and 
head cross country coach and 
assistant football coach at 
Hampshire. 

He is also a partner in the 
South Branch Tree Farm, a 
Christmas tree business in 
Romney. 

He holds membership in the 
Romney Loyal Order of the 
Moose and the Sons of the 
American Legion. 

He and his wife Mary 
(Gibbs) have one son Jeff, 
Gass of 1993, a senior at West 
Virginia University. 


Achievement Award Given McLaughlin 


William L. McLaughlin, 
Gass of 1947, research physi- 
cist at the National Institute of 
Standards and Technology 
(formerly the National Bureau 
of Standards) in Gaithersburg, 
MD, has been named recipient 
of the Alumni Achievement 
Award for 1995 at Potomac 
State College of West Virginia 
University. He will be honored 
at the annual Homecoming 
Banquet Saturday, October 21 
at the Polish Pines Motel 
(formerly the Potomac Motel). 

Alumni and friends of the 
College are invited to make 
reservations for the banquet by 
calling Mrs. Patty Bell at the 
Alumni Office (304-788- 
6870) by Friday, October 13.

Established in 1975, the 
Alumni Achievement Award 
is given annually to an alum- 
nus or alumna of the College 
who has had a distinguished 
career of exceptional accom- 
plishment. 

Bill McLaughlin has gained 
outstanding international 
recognition in the field of 
physics through a career of re- 
search during which he has 
made many innovations and 
advances in radiation and nu- 
clear science, solid-state 


physics, optics, laser and med- 
ical physics and physical 
chemistry. 

A graduate of Keyser High 
School in 1945, he earned an 
associate in arts degree from 
Potomac State in 1947 and a 
bachelor of science in physics 
summa cum laude from Ham- 
pden-Sydney College, VA, in 
1949. 

He did graduate work at 
Duke University in 1949-50 
and studied at the University 
of Tubingen, Germany, 
1950-51 on a coveted Rotary 
International Fellowship. He 
later earned a master of sci- 
ence degree in physics from 
The George Washington Uni- 
versity in 1963 and continued 
his studies in 1964 at the Enri- 
co Fermi School of Physics in 
Varenna, Italy in 1964. 

McLaughlin has been on the 
staff of the Radiation Physics 
Laboratory in Gaithersburg, 
MD, since 1951 with time out 
for the U.S. Army Signal 
Corps (1954-56) at Fort Mon- 
mouth, NJ, and the Marshall 
Islands. 

He has received a number 
of prestigious honors for his 
contributions to scientific re- 
search. For his development of 
radiation-sensitive dyes, he 
was awarded the Department 
of Commerce Silver Medal in 
1969 and in 1979 he received

its Gold Medal for the discov- 
ery of radiation interaction 
mechanisms with organic sen- 
sors. 

Other awards include the 
Federal Consortium for Tech- 
nology Transfer Award 
(1984), the Radiation Steril- 
ization Industry Award 
(1985), and the National Bu- 
reau of Standards Patent 
Award (1986). In 1987 he won 
the American Nuclear Soci- 
ety’s Radiation Science and 
Technology Award. 

In 1988 and again in 1990 
he won Research and Devel- 
opment Magazine's R & D 
100 Award. The 1988 honor 


was for the invention of an op- 
tical wave guide radiation sen- 
sor, which is widely used to- 
day in cancer therapy, agricul- 
tural research and develop- 
ment, and space science. The 
latter award was for a laser 
remote-sensing detector now 
being used by NASA, The 
Department of Defense, as 
well as industry and medicine. 

In November 1994 he was 
awarded the Ninth Interna- 
tional Radiation Processing 
Award, a prestigious award 
recognizing his major contri- 
butions to the success of the 
radium processing industry. 

Physicist McLaughlin has 
been adjunct professor in the 
Department of Materials and 
Nuclear Engineering since 
1992 at the University of 
Maryland, College Park. He 
has served as editor-in-chief of 
the scientific journal, Applied 
Radiation and Isotopes, pub- 
lished in Oxford, United 
Kingdom, since 1988 and has 
served on its editorial board 
since 1974. 

Since 1980 he has been a 
member of the Editorial Advi- 
sory Board of another journal, 
Radiation Physics and 
Chemistry, also published in 
Oxford, UK. He became 
physics editor of this publica- 
tion in July of this year. 

He was chairman of the 


Third International Sympo- 
sium on ESR Dosimetry and 
Applications, NIST, in 1991. 
He currently serves as chair of 
the Advisory Panel on Hospi- 
tal Waste Control, U.S. De- 
partment of Energy, and is a 
member of the advisory board 
of the Environmental Science 
Department, Ris National 
Laboratory, Dcnmaric, and 
holds a similar position in the 
dosimetry section of the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy 
Agency, Vienna, Austria. 

McLaughlin is the author of* 
240 scientific papers, seven 
books (four as editor), and 
holds eight patents. 

In addition to many profes- 
sional organizations he holds 
membership in the Cosmos 
Club and the St. Andrews So- 
ciety. 

He and his wife Nancy 
(Shepherd) reside in Washing- 
ton, D.C. They have two sons, 
Peter and David, both married, 
and three grandchildren. 

His father, the Reverend 
John McLaughlin was pastor 
of the Keyser Presbyterian 
Church from 1945 to 1953. 
His sisters, Margaret Grove of 
Charlottesville, VA, and Ad- 
die Ours of Petersburg, are 
both alumnae of the College, 
Classes of 1950 and 1952 re- 
spectively.

Dr. Ruth Ann Davis ’56, as- 
sociate professor of biology 
and chemistry, was honored as 
Potomac State College’s Out- 
standing Professor of the Year 
for 1995. She was awarded a 
plaque and received congratu- 
lations at a reception May 2 
attended by her peers. 

PSC’s Outstanding Profes- 
sor Award recognizes excel- 
lence in teaching, community 
service, and professional de- 
velopment/research. Dr. 
Davis's nomination was sup- 
ported by both teachers and 
students. 

Professor Davis was select- 
ed as this year’s winner by a 
committee of college adminis- 
trators and professors repre- 
senting all academic areas of 
the College. This is the sixth 
consecutive year for the 
award. 

Dr. Davis is known as a rig- 
orous and demanding instruc- 
tor, but her students applaud 
her fairness, competency, and 
quality of instruction as well 
as her sincere concern for their 
well-being. 

She joined the Potomac 
State faculty as visiting assis- 


tant professor of biology and 
chemistry in 1984. In 1985 she 
was appointed to a tenure- 
track position in that field and 
was later promoted to associ- 
ate professor. 

A 1956 graduate of Po- 
tomac State, she received both 
her bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from West Virginia 
University in 1958 and 1964 
respectively. She earned her 
Ph.D. from Wayne State Uni- 
versity (Detroit, Michigan) in 
physiology with a minor in 
pharmacology in 1969. 

She served as a graduate 
teaching assistant at WVU 
(1959-62) and at Wayne State 
(1964-68). From 1968 to 1981 
she was a medical technologist 
and laboratory supervisor at 
Sinai Hospital in Detroit 

At Potomac State she is a 
member of the Academic Ad- 
visement Committee, the Ath- 
letic Council, the Assessment 
Council, and the Outstanding 
Student Award Committee. 

A certified instructor in 
CPR, she has taught this skill 
several times for first aid and 
safety classes. She is the spon-

Metro Fee Approved 


The cost of attending Po- 
tomac State College has been 
cut in half for residents of the 
Tri-Towns and George’s 
Creek area under the just-ap- 
proved Metro Fee. 

Residents of Allegany 
County, Garrett County, and 
two other counties can now at- 
tend Potomac State for $1,41 1 
a semester as compared with 
other non-West Virginians 
who pay $2,822 a semester. 

"This is an exciting oppor- 
tunity for students in our im- 
mediate area to complete the 
first two years of a university 
education and to leant mar- 
ketable job skills," said Dr. 


Kathryn A. Brailer, president 
of the College. 

"We are a border college, 
and we are responding to 
many requests for a tuition 
price break from people in lo- 
cal communities who would 
love to attend Potomac State 
or would love for their chil- 
dren to attend." 

In addition to Allegany and 
Garrett counties, Bedford 
County, Pa. and Frederick 
County, Va. are included in 
the Metro Fee area.

Alumni Enjoy Homecoming '94 



A capacity crowd was on 
hand for the annual Home- 
coming Banquet Saturday, Oc- 
tober 15, at the Potomac Mo- 
tel, sponsored by the Potomac 
State College Alumni Associa- 
tion.

David H. Brantner, Class of 
1957, won the gold in interna- 
tional marksmanship in the 
World Large Bore Long 
Range Rifle Championships 
hosted by the New Zealand 
National Rifle Association in 
January, 1995. Eight countries 
sent a field of 238 for this 
world class competition in the 
Southern Hemisphere. Partici- 
pating were Australia, Great 
Britain, Canada, the Chanel Is- 
lands, Germany, South Africa, 
New Zealand and the United 
States, all competing for the 
World International Palma 
Cup Championship. Great 
Britain won this year’s cup 
with the U.S. placing second. 
The Palma Championships are 
held every four years, dating 
back to the inauguration of the 
event by the United States in 
1976. 

Brantner won the first of 
three 1,000-yard matches, giv- 
ing him a gold medal. He shot 


a 146-6x of 150- 15x. At the 
end of the three-day champi- 
onship, the United States had 
taken the first four gold 
medals, winning 800, 900, 
1000, and total aggregate. 

Dave is the coach of the 
West Virginia State Rifle and 
Pistol Association Hi-Power 
Rifle Team and formerly 
coached the Potomac High- 
land Minutemen Junior Rifle 
Club in Keyser. 

Brantner’s daughter Hanne

President Brailer, in consul- 
tation with the Administrative 
Council, faculty, and classified 
staff, has made some structural 
changes in terms of Potomac 
State College’s table of orga- 
nization. These changes were 
effective on July 1, 1995. In 
some cases new staff will be 
hired, and those structural 
changes will begin when the 
new staff arrive.

This 
will ensure consistent and 
comprehensive service to stu- 
dents as they move through 
the educational processes at 
Potomac State College and 
will help with recruitment and 
retention issues. 

Another change involves

Geoghegan Veteran 


Delta Pilot 



John "Jack” Geoghegan 


John "Jack" Geoghegan, 
Class of 1962, Big Canoe, 
GA, completed 30 years in 
May as a pilot for Atlanta- 
based Delta Airlines, his last 
23 years as captain on domes- 
tic and international jet flights. 
He has logged about 12,500,- 
000 miles in the cockpit. 

He believes he is about 
number 258 on the seniority 
ladder of Delta’s 8,500 pilots. 
Not only that, Jack is still 
about seven years away from 
the normal retirement age. 

Captain Geoghegan set his 
goal to be an airline pilot as a 
teenager. After attending Po- 


tomac State, he enrolled in the 
Spartan School of Aeronautics 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma. He com- 
pleted that program in one 
year and landed a job flying 
small planes from the Asbury 
Park, NJ, airport as charters, 
air taxies, and general aviation 
flights around New York City. 

He then worked for a De- 
troit company with a fleet of 
two-engine and four-engine 
planes that rushed automotive 
parts to outlying assembly 
plants. He would leave Detroit 
at 4 p.m. with a load of en- 
gines, wheels, and fenders.

and have them at the Atlanta 
Ford Plant in time for the 7 
a.m. shift.
